LICENSE RENEWAL SIMPLIFIED - The Federal Communications Commission has voted 
unanimously to’ simplify renewal procedures for amateur radio operators. It 
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eliminated the requirement that anapplicant for renewal of his license must 
say he has met certain code speed and operating time requirements. 


The eliminated rules required an applicant to state he lawfully had accumu- 
lated either two hours operating time during the last three months or five 
hours operating time during the last 12 months of his license term. He also 
was required to say he was able to send and receive international Morse Code 
at a speed not less than that at which he originally qualified for the license. 
The Commission said the rule was too restrictive and that no one has ever dem- 
onstrated an “identifiable relationships exists" between the requirement and 
an individual's competence as a radio amateur. The new rule became effective 
December 31, 1975

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HEATH HAS RECALLED its new HW-2026 synthesized 2-meter transceiver after 
users found its spurious outputs were causing problems in urban areas! The 
Heath radio did meet its -45 4B spur spec - which, incidentally, is also the 
international and only applicable spur specification for 2-meter Amateur 
transmitters - comfortably, but shortly after the sold-out first production 
run was shipped November 15, calls and letters started arriving from builders 


asking why they were being heard on simplex channels and repeater inputs on 
frequencies other than those dialed.

After an intensive engineering investigation it was determined that there was 
no "quick-fix" possible for the 2026 problem, Then Heath made the very diffi- 
cult (and expensive) decision to call back all the 2026s that had gone out and 
discontinue the model, an extremely commendable and responsible choice. In 
its notification letter, mailed the last week in December, Heath is not only 
reimbursing purchasers their purchase price and shipping costs both ways, but 
every buyer who completed his 2026 will receive a $50 gift certificate from 
Heath as repayment for his time and effort!

An improved synthesized replacement for the HW-2026 is already in the 
planning stages at Heath, with hopes that it will be ready by late 1976.

Insurance protection for mobile rigs may shortly become much stickier as 
thefts from autos skyrocket. Effective January 1, 1976 all auto insurance 
policies-in Texas will have endorsement A927 attached to them which states: 
"The insurance does not apply to loss of or damage to any device or instrument 
or a combination of devices or instruments designed as a Citizens Band Radio, 
two way mobile radio or telephone, including its accessories, equipment or 
antennas." Though this limitation as yet applies only to Texas, the Insurance 
Services Office is reported to be seriously considering introduction of a sim- 
ilar exclusion nationally. Amateurs everywhere had better start beefing up 
security for their mobile installations. One agent with whom the problem was 
discussed warned that auto rates in general will be taking a big jump in 1976, 
with protection for "add-ons" like tape decks and Amateur or CB gear increasing 
even more drastically or becoming unavailable!

This proposal apparently resulted from the discovery of a 
number of recent applications that included photocopies of licenses showing 
class not in agreement with FCC file information.
